‘We mean the poetical or romantic drama. 
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Tue London stage presents at this moment a curious 
spectacle. On the one hand, we have the attempt to make 
popular, and to perpetuate the most inane species of enter- 
tainment known in any age. We allude to English 
burlesque. On the other hand, there is the attempt to 
gain a hearing for a higher class of dramatic literature. 
Undoubtedly 
it would be unfair to say that the two species of entertain- 
ment are in competition. ‘The audiences that find satistac- 
tion from the one, are not likely to be drawn in large 
numbers to witness the other. All we would point to is this, 
that while the oneis becoming less secure of public support, 
the other seems likely to obtain a larger share of attention 
than has been for some years been bestowed upon it. 

It must be evident to the majority of playgoers, that 
English burlesque is doomed. The causes appear to be two- 
fold. It is difficult to determine which is the more potent. 
If we place one before the other, therefore, we are express- 
ing no opinion as to which has had the greater share in 
bringing abouta very considerable benefit. ‘The causes are:— 
The successful production of French opera bouffe. And 
the successful production of original literary works on 
the London stage. We need scarcely say that French 
theatrical work invariably has this great advantage oyer 
work produced upon this side of the channel. It is rarely 
the work of one man. Collaboration is one of the secrets 
of Parisian successes. A mere farce is, as a rule, the work of 
two or three more or less distinguished writers. In the 
production of an opera bouffe, a still greater amount of care 
is taken. The composer, who properly obtains the greatest 
amount of praise, expends time and labour oyer his work, he 
is assisted by gentlemen who are responsible for a coherent 
and interesting plot, and for telling, if not epigrammatic 
dialogue. How do the producers of the corresponding class 
of entertainment go to work in this country? One gentle- 
man who has made a name by writing for comic periodicals 
—who has a reputation as a punster—a funny fellow—is 
engaged by.a manager, on the strength of his name, to 
manufacture a burlesque. Hegoes to work. He selects the 
most vulgar and therefore the most popular Music Hall airs; 
he arranges for a: certain number of break-downs. He hits 
upon some story which has probably been done to death by 
other authors. He burlesques nothing. He attempts to tell 
the story that he is supposed to trayestie. But he is so witty 
—so anxious to introduce his puns and break-downs—that 
he loses sight altogether of -the fact that he is turning 
anything into ridicule.. In fact beyond presenting a so- 
called framework for his actors, and still more for his 
actresses, he does very little indeed. We have said 
enough to indicate roughly the immense difference that 
exists between English burlesque and French opera bouttfe. 
If the latter should obtain a permanent popularity, the 
days of the indifferent class of work are numbered. 

The second cause at present militating against burlesqueis 
the evident revival of the romantic drama. Wedo not wish 
in an article, which is dealing generally with a subject, to 
indicate any one management deserving particular com- 
mendation for its efforts on behalf of a better state of 
affairs than obtains in the majority of theatres. But it 
must be within the cognizance of the majority of readers 
that there is at least one house in London the manager of 
which has in the teeth of success exhibited a practical 
belief in contemporary authors of the first class; a 
manager who (whether for the sake of his leading actor or 
not, is quite beside the question) has produced at his 
theatre a series of original works creditable alike to their 
authors and to the performers who have done them justice. 

In the face of the two causes we have mentioned we 
feel justified in expressing strongly our opinion that 
burlesque will speedily be driven entirely from the stage, 
its place being taken in the first place by opera bouffe: 
and when the public becomes tired of that, by original 
stage works, the produce of men witha genius for construc- 
tion and a strong poetic feeling. 


MDLLE. CORNELIE D'ANKA. 


Ir is but rarely that we see blended in an equal degree the gifts 
of genius and beauty, but the charming effect of an alliance of 
these divine attributes is strikingly exemplified in the person of 
the celebrated artiste whose name heads this memoir, and whose 
portrait we reproduce on the title-page of the present number. 
Through the medium of our illustrations, and our biographical 
sketches, it has been and continues to be our aim to familiarise 
our readers at once with the lineaments and the history of the 
chief luminaries that adorn the modern stage, and in no instance 
haye we with greater pleasure thus contributed to the extension 
of artistic fame, nor has such a tribute.of homage ever been more 
richly merited, than in the case of Malle. Corndlie @’ Anka. 

On the 4th February, 1851, the lady whose career we shall now 
briefly review was born in Pesth. As from her earliest years she 
evinced a remarkable aptitude for music and the drama, Mdlle. 
d’ Anka was placed by her relatives (a family of independent means 
and social distinction) in the Conservatoire of Pesth, where, study- 
ing for three years and a half, she made such rapid and satisfactory 
progress as to be rewarded with the first prize. Proceeding shortly 
afterwards to England, the fair aspirant to musical and histrionic 
honours appeared for the first time in public at a morning concert 
given in London on the 4th March, 1871, for the benefit of the 
French wounded during the Franco-Prussian war. So great was 
the enthusiasm awakened by the débutante's magnificent vocalisa- 
tion, that Mdlle. @’Anka immediately received the offer of an 
engagement at the Globe Theatre, where she speedily made her 
first bow to a theatrical audience, in the opera boufle of Falsa- 
cappa., We need hardly remind the reader that the performance 
of the fascinating Hungarian at once took the town by storm, and 
that her rare order of beauty caused so general a demand for her 
photograph to arise, that no vendor of dramatic portraits could 
afford to be without it. In fact, the charms of the new singer won 
the hearts of half the youth of the metropolis, including that of a 
young gentleman with more ardour than judgment, who, finding 
the fair object of his passion insensible to his powers of persuasion 
and entreaty, armed Nimeelf with a revolver, and awaiting Mdlle. 
WAnka’s egress from the stage-door, threatened the perpetration 


of a deed of violence, which the timely interposition of the 
manager of the Globe Theatre alone prevented the infatuated 
swain from carrying into execution. 

The new prima donna next distinguished herself at M. 
Riviére’s Promenade Concerts, and her vocal efforts were re- 
ceived, it is superfluous’ to add, with a cordiality proportionate 
to their merits. This engagement was speedily followed by 
Mdlle. d’Anka’s appearance at the Court Theatre, in Isaac of 
York. Here the verdict of the centre of London was emphlia- 
tically confirmed by the rapturously expressed approval of the 
playgoing community residing in the vicinity of Sloane Square. 

Subsequently, in June, 1872, M. Baum secured the services of 
Mdlle. d’Anka, for the important character of ‘Cunégonde’ in 
Le Roi Carotte, and her superb singing and graceful acting im- 
mediately evoked the most demonstrative marks of admiration 
on the part of the critical habitués of the Alhambra. Thence- 
forward, Mdlle. d’Anka ranked as a most attractive ‘‘star” at 
this huge and popular house, and it is consequently not sur- 
prising to find that, after an intermediate series of appearances 
at the Court, in the extravaganza of Charles IJ., she was re- 
engaged to sustain the title ré/e in the gorgeous féerie of The 
Black Crook, produced at the Alhambra, in December, 1872. 

Towards the close of 1873, we again find this favourite artiste 
at Riviére’s Concerts, and hardly are her Coyent Garden triumphs 
concluded, before we are called on to witness her reappearance 
at the Globe Theatre, the scene of her earliest histrionic success. 
Mdlle. d’Anka is actually sustaining the character of ‘ Mdlle. 
Lange’ in La Fille de Madame Angot, at the establishment just 
named, and her rendering having improved with each successive 
night of its presentation, it may now claim, both vocally and 
dramatically, an equal rank with that of the most brilliant 
assumptions of the same réle, which have as yet been submitted 
to the judgment of the British metropolis. 

To a charming naiveté of style, and a singular fascination of 
manner, Mdlle. d’Anka unites vocal power and musical culture 
of the most. exalted order, together with rare dramatic intelli- 
gence. In the present dearth of high-class artistes, the lady's 
presence among us is doubly a subject for congratulation, and, 
so long as she selects these islands as her home, she may rest 
secure of an undiminished sway over the hearts of her English 
admirers.

Foreign Theatricals. 


(From ouR oWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Manrin, 19th May, 1874. 

THEATRICALS are just now at a somewhat low ebb in this city. 
For a few nights the enthusiasm consequent on the successes 
obtained by the Republican troops over Carlism in the North of 
Spain, manifested itself in the shape of an increased support of 
the drama, but now that a reaction has set in, histrionic perform- 
ances are, as a rule, exhibited to a beggarly account of empty 
benches. This evening a grand representation is to be given at 
the Teatro de Apolo, in aid of the Asociacion de beneficencia 
domiciliaria, when the programme will comprise the celebrated 
comedy entitled Hl Hombre de Mundo, and conclude with the 
amusing comedietta of Bodas Ocultas. A new piece in one act, 
and in verse, called Quien Bien Ama, is underlined for speedy 
production at this liberally conducted theatre. It is from the 
pen of the well known comedian D. C. Martinez, and rumour 
ascribes to the work literary merits of the most exalted order. 

At the Teatro de la Zarzuela, a veritable triumph, as far as 
plaudits are concerned, has been achieved by the play of £2 
Sargento, Federico, which promises to continue the most prominent 
attraction at this establishment for some time to come. 

The amusing trifle called Por Conquista, and the opera of 
Satanella are announced for to-night at the Teatro y Circo de 
Madrid, which, of late, has been doing but a poor business. 

Price’s Cireus continues the best attended of the resorts in 
Madrid, and truly the equestrian and gymnastic performances 
here presented are of super-excellent quality. 

At the Salon Eslaya the programme consists of the farces 
called Por no escribirle las sefias, La Pena Capital, and El 
Pilluelo de Paris, while the representation closes with a graceful 
ballet of the true Iberian type. 

On Thursday next the accomplished tight rope dancer, Malle. 
Spelterini, bids farewell to the habitués of the gardens Del Buen 
Retiro. Public opinion pronounces this lady fully equal to 
Blondin in daring, and his superior in grace; and her engage- 
ment has proved both artistically and financially an unequivocal 
success, 

The famous tragedienne, Ristori, with a company of thirty-six 
performers, was, according to the latest advices, at Lisbon, on 
board the steamer Zasifania, bound for Rio de Janeiro, where 
the great artiste is under engagement to give 2 series of represen- 
tations on fabulously lucrative terms.

Three only appeared at the 
post at the time named, and after an excellent race the prize was 
awarded to the Junior Sculls winner, J. Hutchings ; F. Tomlin 
being second, and A. Mulcaster third. The last-named was first 
away, and rowing a sharp stroke, was soon a length in advance, 
Hutchings second, Tomlin slow in getting to work. These 
positions were maintained for about halfa mile, when Hutchings, 
who was rowing a longer and slower stroke, gradually overhauled 
and passed Mulecaster, all three closing together. At the Brewery 
Tomlin passed Muleaster, and the race finished in this order;

Visitors’ Plate, by Mr. H. Cox’s Fort Flower by Kinsman, in 2 
field of eleven competitors, 
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The Drama, . 


THE past week, in the theatrical world,. has been completely 
blank as regards novelty, and in other respects comparatively un- 
eventful, —the programmes of all the houses remaining the samo 
as they were during the Whitsun week, with the exception of the 
Lyceum, where Mr. Hamilton Aidé’s drama, Philip, with Mr. 
Irving, Miss Isabel Bateman, and Mr. Clayton, in their original 
characters, was reproduced on Saturday night, for the first benefit 
in London of Miss Isabel Bateman; and Mr. Henry Irving 
recited, for the first time, a descriptive poem by Edmund Ather- 
stone, entitled ‘The Last Days of Herculaneum,” with singular 
graces of style, impressive eloquence, and great graphic and 
dramatic power. On Monday, the historical play, Charles L., 
the second of Mr. Bateman’s revivals of Lyceum successes, was 
reproduced, with Mr. Henry Irving, and Miss Isabel, in their 
original characters, and Mr. Clayton appearing as ‘Cromwell,’ 
originally sustained by Mr. George Belmore. Clancarty, by the 
Olympic company, was repeated at the Gaiety matinée, last 
Saturday, and La Fille de Madame Angot, at the morning per- 
formance at the Opera Comique, where that popular Opera 
Boutfe was again given in the evening, as the final performance 
in London of Miss Emily Soldene, and the other members of Mr. 
Charles Morton’s company—who, after a series of provincial en- 
gagements, commenced at the Prince of Wales's Theatre, Birmin- 
ham, on Monday last, proceed to America in the autumn, to 
fulfil a very lucrative engagement. : 

At the French plays at the Princess's, M. Got, the eminent 
artiste from the Comedie Frangaise, terminated his brief engage- 
ment of six nights, on Wednesday, when, as on the two previous 
evenings, he appeared in his celebrated personation of * Mercadet 
le Faiseur,’ in Honors de Balzac’s piece of that name, and so 
well-known here by the English version under the title of The 
Game of Speculation. Madame Pasca, of the Thédtre du Gym- 
nase, Paris, fresh from her recent triumphs at St. Petersburgh, 
made her first appearance here on Thursday evening, in La 
Fiamina, by Mario Richard. 

To-day a morning performance.will take place at the Gaiety, 
for the benefit of Miss Kate Santley, who, in addition to a con- 
cert, and a varied and attractive dramatic programme, supported 
by popular vocalists and leading favourites from several of the 
theatres, will sustain for the first time, the part of ‘Margery’ 
in The Rough Diamond, and sing a new song composed 
expressly for her, for this occasion, by M. Charles Lecocq, 
of La Fille de Madame Angot renown ; and to-night, at the Opera 
Comique, the same composer’s last new opera, Girofle-Girofla, will 
be produced for the first time in England, supported by M. Hum- 
bert’s company from the Fantasies Parisiennes, Brussels, as origi- 
nally represented at the Fantasies Parisiennes, Brussels, by them, 
and who first introduced La Fille de Madame Angot to London 
last year at the St. James’s Theatre, and which company includes 
Malle. Pauline Luigini, Mdlle. De Corme, MM. Mario Widmer, 
Jolly, Ginet, &c. 


FRENCH PLAYS. 

THERE are those who consider that the office of the actor is to 
portray nature as she would be, if she were as the fancy of the 
poet conceives that she should be, rather than to present her as 
she is, under her every-day, unromantic, and too often, contemp- 
tible aspect. A powerful argument in favour of the greater 
accuracy of the latter theory is supplied by the fact that it is 
manifestly adopted by M. Got, the eminent artist from the Théatre 
Frangais, who has just concluded at the Princess’s an engage- 
ment, unfortunately limited to six nights. This gifted comedian, 
whose multitudinous triumphs have surrounded his name with a 
halo of glory, such as, at the present time, few other votaries of 
dramatic art can boast of, evidently believes that the stage is 
intended to depict human character and manners as we see them 
in the ordinary paths of our existence. M. Got’s delineations 
are in fact wonderfully faithful sketches, drawn from the portrait 
gallery of life, and both in respect of their correctness of outline, 
and their exactness of detail, it requires only the slightest effort 
of memory to call to mind the living prototypes of the mimic 
personages whom the performer so viyidly brings before us. In 
each movement of the actcr—in his every tone—we recognise 
something that we have seen and heard before’in the sphere of 
real life. Of all M. Got’s assumptions, that in which his 
aptitude for essentially natural acting finds the fullest scope 
for display is his rendering of the title réle in Balzac’s 
celebrated comedy of Mercadet, and it was therefore judicious 
to select this work as a medium for the comedian’s final 
appearances before the British public. Into an analysis of 
the merits of the piece it is unnecessary to enter. JMfercadet, 
besides being in its French form universally known, has also been 
rendered familiar to the English playgoing community, by the 
production in this country of an Anglicised version, 
entitled A Game of Speculation, in which it will be remem- 
bered that Mr. Charles Mathews, as ‘Mr. Affable Hawk,’ 
added fresh laurels to the many he had already won. The adven- 
turous speculator, to-day rollingin wealth — to-morrow on the verge 
of bankruptcy—constrained partly by necessity, and still more 
by a native love of chicanery, to frequently employ questionable 
devices in order to sustain his tottering fortunes, and finally 
saved from utter ruin by an astonishing stroke of luck, is a 
familiar personage in all commercial countries. In the foregoing 
remarks, the plot of the comedy under notice is completely 
indicated, and the interest attaching to a story somewhat barren 
of incident, is entirely due to the marvellous characterisation 
suggested by Balzac, and endowed with breathing vitality by M. 
Got. The performance with which this gentleman presents us, 
conclusively demonstrates that stage effect is best promoted by 
the strictest possible adherence to the example of nature. In 
no instance is the actor’s representations forced or exaggerated, 
and yet in the chief situations of the play, the interest 
of the spectator often rises to excitement. Mercadet’s 
incurable mania for daring speculations, his alternations 
of confidence and despondency, his utter unscrupulousness 
as to the means which he employs for the feitereics of 
his designs, and the occasional glimpses which we obtain of the 
little goodness still existing in the heart of the bold, bad man of 
business, are sketched by M. Got with a master hand. Aided as 
were the efforts of the chief performer by the able co-operation of 
MM. Valnay and Pitron’s talented company, it is superfluous to 
add that on the occasion of our attendance the performance was 
greeted with unanimous applause by a numerous and distinguished 
audience, and that the ‘‘star”, was several times summoned 
before the curtain, and received with acclamations, The engage- 
ment of M. Got has inspired the London public with three feel- 
ings—intense satisfaction at his appearance—profound regret at 
his departure—and an earnest hope for his speedy: return.

BRIGHTON. 


Ix Mr. Frank Marshall’s comedy, Brighton, produced last week, 
at the Court, Miss Litton has scored a decided success, and one 
which is likely to exceed any she has previously achieved at her 
pretty little theatre. Avowedly founding his version on the 
main incidents of Mr. Branson Howard’s Suratoga, which has had 
considerable runs in the United States, Mr. Marshall has entirely 
rewritten the dialogue, while preserving the characteristics of the 
various personages in the American dramatist’s play, and changed 
the Zoca/e and title from the fashionable resort of the New Yorkers 
to our own equally gay ‘* London super-mare.” Although styled 
acomedy, Brighton is a long farce in four acts, or rather half-a- 
dozen of farces rolled into one, but so amusing and laughter- 
exciting are the almost endless series of ludicrous and improbable 


incidents and situations which follow each other almost 
without breathing-time, and arise naturally from the pro- 
ceedings. of the principal characters, that little cavil 


can be raised at the title, when, too, they never weary or 
become monotonous, but keep the interest and attention sus- 
tained throughout, and convulse the audience with unceasing 
laughter from beginning to end. It would be impossible to enu- 
merate, much less describe, the multitudinous incidents and con- 
stantly recurring laughable situations; they must be witnessed, to 
obtain any idea of their intensely ludicrous and diverting nature 
—it must suflice to say that they arise from the contreemps and 
difficulties constantly befalling ‘Robert Sackett’ (Mr. Charles 
Wyndham) a rich and good-looking young gentleman, staying at 
the Grand Hotel, at Brighton, who is so impressionable, that he 
falls in love with every pretty woman he meets, but so incon- 
stant, that he persuades not only himself, but his more staid 
adviser and friend, ‘Jack Benedict’ (Mr. Edgar Bruce), that the 
fair enchantress with whom he happens at the moment to be in 
the presence of, or rhapsodising about, is the “‘only woman he 
ever loved,” to be repeated to and of cach in momentary suc- 
cession—all this, too, without a particle of profligate intention, 
or consciousness of inconstancy. Soon after the opening 
of the piece, he confides to his friend Jack, that he 
is engaged to three distinct ladies—each of course, while 
he speaks of her, ‘‘the only woman I ever loved ’’—these 
are ‘Effie Remington’ (Miss Sylvia Hodson), ‘ Virginia Vander- 
pump’ (Miss Kate Phillips), and a widow, ‘Mrs. Alston’ (Miss 
Marie de Grey). Notwithstanding this triple engagement, the 
gay Lothario has, through an advertisement, an assignation at 
the Aquarium (which is the scene of the first act) with another 
young lady, who is to be recognised by wearing three rosebuds, 
while he is to be identified by a crimson neck-tie. The corres- 
pondents accordingly meet; the unknown lady happens to be 
Effie, and here Bob’s first contretemp takes place in their mutually 
discovering each other’s intended deception; but the inten- 
tional flirts satisfy each other by declaring that they respectively 
knew the other’s writing—and so this difficulty is explained away. 
The next act takes place in the vestibule of the Grand Hotel. 
Bob enlists the services of his fidus achates, Jack Benedict, to 
search for another charming lady he had just rescued from a 
perilous position through her ponies running away, and 
whom he had lost sight of before he could discover who 
she is. The lady had fainted in his arms, and Bob adds 
another to his list of captivators, and in reply to Jack’s 
remonstrance of his Don Juan proclivities, gushingly assures 
him that ‘‘he never loved but now;” that this unknown beauty 
he had just rescued was Venus, Diana, Minerva, in fact all 
the goddesses centered in one. Subsequently Jack relates his 
friend Bob’s heroic exploit, and his having passionately fallen in 
love with the fair lady, to a party assembled in the vestibule, 
consisting of Mr. Carter (Mr. Clifford Cooper), and his young wife 
(Miss Rose Egan), Mr. and Mrs. Vanderpump (Mr. W. S. Hill 
and Mrs. Cooper), and their daughter Virginia, her friend Effie, 
and the widow Mrs. Alston. Here the complications begin. Mrs. 
Carter is the lady Bob had rescued and is searching for, and she 
has enough to do to hide her blushes and appease the jealousy of 
her husband at Jack’s relation. Jack is dumbfounded at finding 
the three ladies—Effie, Virginia, and Mrs. Alston, Bob's three affi- 
ancées—had been listeners to the account of Bob’s new attach- 
ment, and worse than all to him, that Bob’s Mrs. Alston was the 
lady who had jilted him (Jack) and married another, who had 
left her a widow. A great deal of fun is also created in this scene 
by the endearings bestowed upon the young bride; Mrs. Carter, 
by Mr. Vanderpump, who mistakes her for Carter’s daughter, 
instead of his wife—to the double annoyance of the lady’s hus- 
band and his own wife. In the third act after a pic-nic in 
Brunswick Park, Brighton, the fun becomes fast and furious ; 
all have departed for a stroll in the park except Mrs. Carter, who 
alarmed at a gun-shot fired by Bob, shooting in the vicinity, 
faints in that worthy’s arms, who enters just in time to support 
her. He is enchanted at finding her to be the lady he had pre- 
viously rescued, and whom he and Jack had een fruitlessly 
searching for, and once more pours out the torrent of his 
gushing admiration, as she swoons in his arms—while thus 
entranced, he is discovered, first, by Mr. Carter, whom, alleging 
that he is a doctor, he dispatches for assistance ; then comeupon 
the scene, Effie and Virginia, each believing that her adorer Bob, 
was far away from Brighton, and as the bewildered Bob is rushing 
away in mad confusion, he is met by Mrs. Alston, and finally 
is only rescued from the accumulated vengeance of all, by 
being laid hold of by two gamekeepers on suspicion of poaching. 
In the concluding act in Bob’s apartments in the hotel, the crowd 
of farcical incidents and situations, is still more plethorie ; Bob 
is overwhelmed with challenges from the husband and lovers of 
the several ladies, and is then visited by the latter in succession 
to endeavour to avert the impending duels, not in solicitude, as 
Bob is nettled to find, for his safety but that of his rivals. ‘To 
avoid rencontres, Bob has to hide away the ladies, one after the 
other, in closets and cupboards, to conceal their dropt shawls, 
scarfs, &c., in his pockets, under his coat and waistcoat, lest they 
might betray the presence of the ladies in his rooms to the incensed 
Mr. Carter and the lovers, all of whom now enter to demand 
satisfaction. After a deal of most absurd and mirth-provoking 
complications and amusing recriminations between the disap- 
pointed fair ones, matters are satisfactorily adjusted. Bob’s 
yauity is gratified that Effie was the only one of the ladies whose 
solicitude was engendered for his safety, and pairs off with her to be 
cured, it is to be hoped, of his inconstancy, and cherish her as the 
only woman he “‘wouldhenceforth really love.” Mr, Carter’s jealousy 
is removed, and Jack Benedict now joyfully accepts the hand of 
the widow, Mrs. Alston, who had before thrown him over for her 
first husband. A more bustling or mirth-exciting farcical-comedy 
has not been seen for a very long time, nor suclr unflageing 
vivacity and spirited acting as displayed by Mr, Charles Wynd- 
ham—specially engaged—who revels in the absurdities of Bob 
Sackett. He is the very life and soul of the piece, which but for 
his finished and artistic acting, might have occasionally palled, 
through the recurrence of so manysomewhat similar dilemmas, Mr. 
Edgar Bruce is also excellent asthe more staid and steadfast fidus 
achates ‘Jack Benedict’; Mr. Hill is highly humorous as the 
genial and good-natured ‘Mr. Vanderpump,’ much addicted to 
gently irritating his better half and exercising the parental 
privilege of kissing the young wife, whom he mistakes, or 
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peteng: to mistake, for the daughter of his mature friend 
Jarter (admirably personated by Mr. Clifford Cooper), to the 
jealous annoyance of both that personage and Mrs. Vanderpump. 
Messrs. C. Steyne, A. Bishop, and D. Stone lend efficient aid in 
small parts. Miss Sylvia Hodson sustains the character of * Eflic 
Remington’ with intelligence and great piquaney. Mrs. Cooper 
cleverly enacts ‘Mrs. Vanderpump,’ and Miss Kate Phillips, her 
pretty daughter ‘ Virginia.’ ‘Mrs. Alston,’ Bob's widow as well 
as Jack’s, and ‘Mrs. Carter,’ are charmingly represented by Miss 
Marie de Grey and Miss Rose Ngan, Altogether the new piece is 
remarkably well'and briskly acted throughout. The dialogue is 
smart, crisp, and to the point, and, excellently put on the stage, 
Brighton is likely to torm the leading theatrical attraction 
during the remainder of the season. Mr, Alfred Thompson’s 
charmingly picturesque fantastic idyll, Calypso, concludes the 
entertainment.
